within the limits of the State certain 
tangible property, such as horses, wag- 
ons, 
etc.; that that tangible proper- 


perty is their only property within the 
State; that It must be valued as other 
like property, and upon such valuation 
alone can taxes be assessed and levied 
against them. 


"But this contention practically ig- 


nores the existence of intangible pro- 
perty, or at least denies its liability 
for taxation. In the complex civiliza- 
tion of today a large portion of the 
wealth of a community consists In In-

claim. The three -cases were the ap- 
peals of J. F. Colburn, Royal Insu- 
rance Co. and En Syak Aseu. In the 
latter case the court says In its syl- 
labus: 


"A claimant is not entitled to a war- 


rant for the entire amount upon a cer- 
tiflate from the Fire Claims Commis- 
sion that a certain amount is the cor- 
rect award, when the certificate also 
states that that amount is correct 'as 
per record of judgments' and that it 
was 'made subject to the interest ol 
another claim." 


The auditor had refused to pay any 


of these claims for ten per cent of 
the award while there were other 
claimants upon 
the same certlflate. 


Now the matter of subrogation of fire 
claims Will have to be brought into 
the equity courts and the rights of the 
respective claimants ascertaned.

TRUTH CONCERNING THE 


SHERIFF OF HAWAII 


In the wrangle in the House the other day over Sheriff Andrews 


of Hawaii, daring which the statement was made that the Sheriff 
deducted from the pay of the police for their .uniforms and equip- 
ments, as well as for the use of the telephones with which each 
officer's house ie furnished, the members lost sight of a few of the 
facts which tell a different story. 
* 


During the session of the first Territorial legislature the inci- 


dental fund of the Attorney General's department was cut down 
110,000. That meant that many expenses of the police department 
heretofore paid from this appropriation had to be met in other 
ways, and the result was that telephone rents, uniform expenses, 
and other incidentals, were deducted from the pay of police officers. 


On the Island Of Hawaii the police officers are widely scattered 


and it is necessary that they be connected with the Sheriffs office 
by telephone. The rent of these telephones amounts to $5 per 
month, and there are about thirty such 'phones in use on Hawaii.. 
In order to meet this expense which, prior to the reduction in the 
Attorney General's incidental fund had been paid therefrom, the 
Sheriff increased the pay of the officers $$) a month reducing the 
number of officers in doing so, and deducted that amount from their 
salary to pay the rent of the telephones promptly with the end of 
each month. 


Another expense that had been paid out of the appropriation 


for the Attorney General's department was the matter of equipment 
consisting of buttons, hats, leggings, belts, clubs, handcuffs and uni- 
forms. The Sheriff, in order to insure the men having uniforms and 
equipments of a standard style, hag deducted $5 a month from each 
officer's pay, the result being that the materials for uniforms, caps, 
leggings, etc., are purchased at wholesale rates, whereby the officers 
are furnished with a better outfit of a, regulation style, and at less 
cost than if they were allowed to furnish the same themselves 
wherever and whenever they could. 


None of the officials favor the present system of deducting offi- 


cer's pay, but it seemed necessary under the circumstances. Both 
the Sheriff of Hawaii and High Sheriff Brown preferred the money 
to be paid from the incidental appropriation, and Sheriff Andrews

lettuce, watercress, carrots, 


radishes, string beans, summer squash, 
cucumbers, green peas and okra. All 
these things could be raised on planta- 
tions, most of them could be produced 
in any back yard of Honolulu where 
there is room and not too much shade. 


In the past too many white »eople 


have surrendered to the first pest that 
came along. Something appeared which 
ate the leaf or sucked its Juice and the 
plant was given up. That is why the 
kitchen garden languishes now. Back 
East they have more pluck. When the 
potato bug appears they dose him with 
parts green and save the crop; here 
they would let the crop go. The cab- 
bage worm is not given nay and room 
In the great cabbage belts of the coun- 
try; it is fought off. It can be easily 
dealt with here, where certain prepara- 
tions may be had which, sprinkled on 
the growing vine or plant, kills the 
leaf-eating or sucking peet. The agri- 
cultural 
Experiment Station knows 


what to prescribe and can be freelv 
consulted by any one. 


As to the plantations they can. if 


they choose, produce all the vegetables 
and fruit thev need If they have the 
land to spare from sugar.

And if anyone shall be inclined to doubt 'the breadth of the Hilo 


mind, the depth of the Hilo thought, then truly is hjfe fceliighted. And 
again, as token, the last move of the little city on the big island may 
be cited. 
There can be no longer doubt. 
Hilo for a year has been 


hotelless. 
The failure of the hostelry, so we^conducted, in the stop- 


ping place on the way to the volcano, was regretted by all except thdse 
who found that the resultant boom in boarding houses compensated 
themselves. 
To Honolulu folk, to the travelers, it wa$ indeed, a depri- 


vation, but it had to be borne and was, but even Hilo felt the lack of 
proper accommodations for guests. and recently set about to remedy 
the shortage in its attractions. 


Then was formed a hui of local people, nublic spirited to the ex- 


treme, which undertook to prepare for the reception of the guests which 
must come with- the drawing of attention to our many beauties, and 
preliminary steps were taken for the refitting and making habitable of 
the really ample accommodations, which Hilo has for visitors. 
It was 


found that to furnish and equip the hotel there would be needed some- 
thing like $10,000, the balance over being prudently scheduled -as a 
reserve fund. 
Then, the figuring being done, ttfe men began to look 


around for the money. 
But it was thought by the prudent folk in 


mackintoshes and rubber boots that it would not be well to put all the 
eggs in the basket, and so it was that it has been brought to the atten- 
tion of some people here, that Hilo would receive subscriptions to the 
stock Of the hotel, modestly enough holding a majority of the stock, say 
$6,000, which would enable the control to be assured. 


It was pointed out that Honolulu is endeavoring, or going to 


endeavor, to attract people to these Islands ; that of course they would 
want to see Hilo, and consequently no better investment in local 
preparations for tourists could be thought of, than a hotel in Hilo. No 
one has been observed rushing to take stock, but it is fair to presume 
that there will be none of this investment going begging when once the 
importance of the offering is known. 


There can be no question of the success of the proposition. The 


business people here without doubt will take up the stock. 
It is well 


too, for certainly there will be very soon a subscription paper started 
for local things, and of course then, in bounden duty, will Hilo respond 
with alacrity. 
From the very nature of their own proposal Hilo cap- 


ital will invest in the things which Honolulu needs to be more attract- 
ive to visitors. 
The promoter of the Diamond Head tunnel, to enable 


the visitor to see the interior of the great cone without having to climb, 
will secure his capital on Hawaii. 
Hiloites' will rush forward with 


money for the building of stations on each street corner so that the 
tourist may have a rest and shelter while waiting for rapid transit cars. 
Why not start a company to furnish all the ice cream soda that the 
visitor may need, at the street corners, with a drop-a-nickel-in-the-box 
attachment. 
Hilo will surely subscribe. 
We will all want tourists, 


Honolulu as much as Hilo, and there shoud be no hesitancy in asking 
Hilo for big contributions, now that the enterprise of the little city of 
the big island is known.

Of this the United 
Kingdom sdpplies one billion dollars, or 
twenty-five per cent, Germany supplies 
twenty per cent: France, about twelve 
per cent, the United States, ten per 
cent, and Netherlands, about six per 
cent. Curiously, the nations "which are 
the largest importers of manufactures 
are also the largest importers of man- 
ufactures, this being due in part to the 
fact that much of the material which 
they use in manufacturing Is produced 
in other countries and imported in the 
first stage of manufacture, while other

been referred to District Attorney 
Breckons by Treasury Agent McLen 
nan for Investigation. In all of the« 
claims ,two parties have made a de 
mand upon the First National Bank, 
one man holding an assignment of the

In many cases the 


claimant says had been stolen or he 
had lost What appears like a case 
of forgery of the assignment will also 
be looked into by Mr. Breckons. 


While none of these claims are for 


very large amounts, there appears to 
be an indication of crooked work some- 
where. The matter was usually brought 
to the attention of Treasury Agent Mc- 
Lennan through the receipt 
by the 


First National Bank of a protest 
against the payment of certain claims. 
In some instances it was charged that 
the fire claims certificate 
had 
been 


lost, an$ in others that it had been 
stolen. The First National Bank re- 
fused to pay the claim at all, either 
to the party who held the alleged as- 
signment or to the man who safid he 
was the original claimant. 


Most of the claimants over whom 


this dispute has arisen are Chinese, 
though there are two natives in the 
bunch of twelve. If the story of the 
Protestants is to be believed and the 
claims have been lost or stolen, then 
at least there must have been forgery 
of the assignment by the holder of the 
claim was presented in each instance.

Three opinions are filed by the three 


Justices of the Supreme Court In a de- 
cision sustaining the tax court's assess- 
ment of property on Miller street be- 
longing to Oahu College. The court in 
an opinion by Judge Qalbraith holds 
that the college is entitled to exemption 
even though not claimed in the tax re 
turn. Judge Perry concurs and Chie 
Justice Frear dissents. 


The syllabus is as follows: 
"It Is not necessary to make return 


for purposes of taxation of property 
which, by virtue of the provisions of 
Section 836, C. L., is not subject to tax- 
ation, nor to claim In the tax return 
that euch property is exempt. 


"A failure to make return and claim 


of the exemption to the assessor Is not 
a waiver of the right to demand the 
benefit of the statute. 


"The valuation of $25,000 placed on 


the property by Tax Appeal Court is 
affirmed." 


The college trustees claimed exemp- 


tion on a part of the Miller street prop- 
erty used for school purposes, which 
:he assessor held was waived by fail- 
ure to put the exemption In the tax re- 
turn.

"We understand that It has not been 


the practice to require the owners of 
exempt property, under Section 836, to 
return the same; that no return has 
been required of the property belong- 
ing to the Territorial Government or 
the Queen's Hospital or the Board of 
Education, or churches and colleges of 
property in actual use for religious or 
educational purposes." 


Judge Perry in concurring says that 


only property "subject to taxation" 
must be returned. He thinks also that 
the two acres assessed at $25,000 should 
not be taxed but says the college did 
not appeal from this valuation. 


Chief Justice Frear holds that the 


property must be taxed because no ex- 
emption had been claimed. 
-He says: 


"There Is a difference between property 
that cannot be taxed under any cir- 
cumstances and property that is or- 
dinarily taxable under the law, but 
which for some especial reason Is ex- 
empt In a particular case. In the one 
case the property is not subject to tax- 
ation at all; in the other case, it may 
be taxed unless the party entitled to 
the exemption claims his special privi- 
lege and shows that he comes within 
the exception to the general rule." 


The Chief Justice says also that the 


statute Is uncertain and Inconsistent 
In many respects so that it is hard to 
learn Just what the legislature real- 
ly Intended.

What will probably lend some excite-

postponed on account of the holiday. R. W. Shingle is now there to look after 
the interests of the purchasers, as there is a strong belief that Judge Edings 
will ratify the sale. 


No one in authority will give out anything about the plans of those who 


are the real purchasers, but it is safe to say that at a meeting held on Friday 
by the backers of the organization, there was reached an understanding which 
will see cane planted if the sale goes. 
It is now planned to make the change 


complete. 
The mauka lands will be surrendered to the lessors, the lower 


acreage being retained for cane,- and large additions being made. 
This will 


reduce the plantation to a business basis at least, and it is said that the owners 
of the land will be ready to sign new leases at low rates and assist In the 
remaking of the plantation. 
There are said to be men with money ready to 


advance a sum sufficient to put the estate on its feet If these changes are made, 
but seeing is believing, in the minds.of many who have heretofore pinned faith 
to the sugar belt of the south side. 


ON THE LOCAL MARKET. 


The local shares market has been without incident lately, owing in entirety 


to the fact that investors have kept out of the buying. 
There is money at 


hand, plenty of It in town, but few people think it time to buy, as they have 
so many other things on hand. 
The record for the month of May shows only 


673 shares transferred. 
The prices were practically without range. 
The sales 


of Ewa led, being almost half the transaction, M'Bryde being next. 
Waialua, 


two and a half points, Rapid Transit five points and O. R. & L. Co., two anJ 
a half points constitute the advances for the month. 


Forty Waialua at $50 and 10 Oahu'at $104 constitute the sales for the week. 


The prices showing no change. 
Of Kahuku bonds $12,000 at par and of Railroad 


bonds, 11,000 at $104.50, made the market. 


The month brought out several dividend notices. 
In the list appear Hono- 


mu and Onamea, which pay 1 per cent. 
The former will pay this rate, for five 


months and the latter for seven, according to the announcements, and it is 
likely that there will be others in the list very soon. 
Waimanalo had- been 


expected to do more, but it is said unofficially that there may be some changes 
for betterments which will prevent this for the present.

The directors of Brewer & Company have issued a statement to those hold- 


ers of shares which were contemplated to be combined in the Hawaiian Securi- 
ties Company, In which Is announced the Indefinite postponement of the plan. 
This is due largely to the fact that the New York money market has been ad- 
vancing since the plan was proposed, in addition to which there are other 
conditions, if this one is not enough.
